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The word “food” is a general term that applies to all that is eaten to nourish the body.'! The Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act defines food as (1) articles used for food or drink for human beings or other animals, (2) chewing gum, and (3) articles 
used for components of any such article.’ 


The term includes frog legs,*? frozen egg yolks,’ cheese, syrup,° sausage,’ cream of tartar,* coffee grounds,’ candy, 
sweetmeats, preserves, and other confectionery,'® corn meal, poppy seeds, caraway seeds, and corn grits,'’ and oleo oil.” 


Manufactured ready-to-eat smoked and cured fishery products constituted “food” as defined by the FDCA." 


The term “food” does not include tobacco” or wine.'’ Moreover, water is not a food within the meaning of one state’s food 
law.!°
